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MCC Recants 
Kohn Charge 
On Landrieu 

The Metropolitan Crime 
Commission of New Orleans 
Inc. today recanted its con- 
flict of interest charge against 
Councllman-at-1 a r g e Moon 
Landrieu. 

Last week the commission s 
managing director, Aaron M. 
Kohn, said Landrieu's posi- 
tion as a member of the City 
Council and as lawyer for the 
Tac Amusement Co. involved 
a conflict of interest. 

In a statement today, the 
commission said Landrieu 
met with members of the 
commission’s executive com- 
mittee on Monday and it is 
now satisfied that Landrieu’s 
voting record on the council 
in matters involving the re- 
vocation of liquor license in- 
dicates no evidence of the use 
of influence. 

* The commission’s statement 
follows: 

“In a press conference held 
on Thursday, Sept, li 1967, by 
E. C. Upton Jr., president, 
and Aaron Kohn, managing di- 
rector, of the Metropolitan 
Crime Commission, state- 
ments in response to press 
questions were made concern- 
ing Mr. Maurice “Moon” 
Landrieu, member of the City 
Council of New Orleans. 

“On Monday, Sept 18, 1967, 
Mr. Landrieu at his own re- 
quest appeared before the ex- 
ecutive committee of the : 
- Metropolitan Crime' Cammia- 
iion and produced transcripts 
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of articles and broadcasts of 
news media. He also pro- 
duced certified copies of all 
cases brought before the City 
Council pertaining to liquor li- 
censes since Mr. Landrieu has 
] been a councilman. This in- 
; eluded evidence in the cases 
1 pln< the voting record of each 
! of the councilmen. . 

* The executive committee 
is fully satisfied that Mr. Lan- 
drum's voting record clearly 
indicates no evidence of the 
use of influence or a conflict 
of interest in these cases 
‘ The executive committee 
also wishes to make it clear 
that at no Lime was the state- 
ment made, as alleged, that 
Mr tondrieu was ‘obligated 
to mobsters’ or ‘playing ball 
with the Cosa Nostra' or ‘at- 
torney for the mob ’

Kohn and officers of the MCC' 
testified before the jury for twoj 
days last week. 

Other than Giarrusso, the po- 
lice officers requested to tes-| 
lily are Lt. Clarence Giarrusso,! 
commander of the narcotics 
squad, and Lt. Fredrick Soule 
Sr., vice squad chief.
